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Informed the attorney of record the following: 

1. Claim 75 defines Q and depends from claim 60 but in claim 60 Q has been deleted. 

2. Verfication that the structural formula shown at page 6 of the amendment to the claims is formula III referred to in 
claim 65. 

3. Claims 67 and 68 do not end in a period. 

4. Define the term modified and amend the terms "any organic polymers" in claim 80. 

The attorney of record verfied that the structural formula shown at page 6 of the amendments to the claims is formula 
III and authorized an Examiner's amendment for claims 67, 68, 75 and 80.
